Romulus residents will join 
voters across the state June 9 
when citizens go to the polls to 
make local school election de¬ 
cisions. 

“Incumbent trustees Ed¬ 
ward Wilkerson and Mary King 
are running unopposed for the 
two vacancies on the Board of 
Education. They are running 
for their second four-year 
terms. 

“The school district will also 
ask for a renewal of 1.5 mills 
that has been earmarked for 
maintenaince,” said Dr. Wil¬ 
liam Bedell, superintendent of 
Romulus schools. 

The millage is not an in¬ 
crease but a renewal, Bedell 
emphasized “This money can 
only be used for improvement 
of facilities and purchase of in¬ 
structional supplies and equip¬ 
ment. These funds cannot be 
used for wages or other general 


fund purposes,” he stated. 

A renewal of the millage 
would extend and limit for a 
period of five years, 1987 to 1991 
inclusive, one and one-half 
($1.50) per thousand dollars of 
the state equalized valuation 
on all taxable property in the 
district to provide funds for the 
maintenance, repair and im¬ 
provement of school buildings 
and sites and the acquistion of 
equipment, instructional mate¬ 
rials and transportation vehi¬ 
cles for the school district. 

The millage was voted into 
effect by the voters three years 
ago but the renewal was voted 
down by 12 votes in March of 
this year. 

“ For the past two years these 
funds have been used by the 
board in ways that may not 
have been obvious to parents. 
We have had to replace two- 
thirds of the roofs in the school 
district because of long neglect 
to this type of maintenance. 
Most buildings are watertight 


now and we are beginnning to 
make needed improvments in 
other areas,” Bedell said. 

With the millage renewal, 
the school district would like to 
remove the asbestos from the 
Hayti School, repave the park¬ 
ing lots, buy an alarm system 
and improve the transporta¬ 
tion fleet. 

“We would also like to buy 
more computers. Our school 
system has one of the lai'gest 
computer departments for a 
school our size. We would like 
to enhance that program,” he 
said. 

At the present time, there are 
six elementary, one junior high 
and one senior high school 
building in the district. There 
arealso one administration and 
two special service buildings. 
The property is valued at $50 
million. 

“The district needs to pro¬ 
tect their investment and con¬ 
tinue to upgrade and improve 
their assets. We are not quite at 


the preventative maintenance 
stage but this renewal should 
establish that,” said Bedell. 

The Romulus School District 
is fortunate, in that for every 
dollar spent by private citizens 
through property taxes, local 
businesses spend $2 according 
to Bedell. 

“We are one of the few school 
districts who do this,” he said. 
“This tax base is a healthy mix 
of commercial, industrial and 
private property. That poten¬ 
tial allows the school district to 
spend more and tax less,” he 
said. 

“Approval of this millage I'e- 
newal will protect the millions 
of dollars we have invested in 
our buildings,” Bedell con¬ 
cluded. 

This past school year, 5,319 
students attended Romulus 
schools. That figure is down 
from the peak of enrollment 
during the late 1970s when 6,500 
students were enrolled accord¬ 
ing to Bedell.

“Romulus was our town,” 
said 86-year-old Eva Belle 
Johnson Dugan Oakley who 
was born and raised in a log 
cabin near the site of the Holi¬ 
day Inn and reared her own 
children in the old District No. 1 
schoolhouse on Goddard Road 
in Romulus. 

She was born in 1899, the 
third youngest of nine children 
born to John H. and Mary E. 
Johnson. Howard, Robert, 
Lucy, Frank, Embert, Rachel, 
Eva, Mary, Nora and their pa¬ 
rents lived on the family homes¬ 
tead at the southeast comer of 
Wick and Merriman roads. To¬ 
day that site would be under the 
freeway, Oakley estimates. 
John Johnson farmed “all of 200 
acres” on the west side of Mer¬ 
riman Road. 

“When I was a kid I remem¬ 
ber myDad used horses to plow 
the fields. We raised cattle and 
churned our own butter. 
Mother would bake 10 loaves of 
bread at a time, three times a 
week. There was lots of work 
with such a large family. At one 
time, mother made lunches for 
seven of us who were in grade 
school,” she recalled. 

The Johnson children 
attended the one-room Merri¬ 
man School. When the com¬ 
munity outgrew the use of that 
school, Johnson moved the 
building onto his property to 
use as a barn. There it re¬ 
mained until just a few years 
ago according to Oakley. 

“I wore the same dress to 
school all week and on the 
weekends it was washed and 
ironed. Life was different back 
then. We walked three miles to 
Sunday School and rode a horse 
and buggy into town and to 
school. We played horseshoes 
for entertainment,” noted 
Oakley. 
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I’ve never had any 
inclination to move. All 
the friends I’ve made 
are here and I yvouldn’t 
be happy anywhere 
else.

“The house wasn’t very 
large but the kitchen was. The 
table was big enough to seat the 
entire family. The four boys 
slept in the loft upstairs and the 
five girls slept in the one bed¬ 
room downstairs. We put straw 
under the rag rugs for insula¬ 
tion. 

“The log cabin had belonged 
to my mother’s family. She and 
her only sister grew up in the 
house. I don’t know where the 
Proctor family came from or 
how long ago. They just always 
seemed to be here. My father’s 
family was English who came 
from New York,” she said. 

In 1914, her father built a new 
tw'o-story brick home with five 
bedrooms next to the log cabin. 

But that year, tragedy struck 
the Johnson family when Mary 
Johnson became ill and died. 
The new house was complete 
but “she figured she’d stay in 
the house she was used to. She 
was born in that house and 
wanted to die there,” said 
Oakley. 

“When we first moved into the 
new house it was not a happy 
occasion. Mother had died in the 
old house but the funeral was in 
the new house,” she recalled. 

Eva Oakley finished high 
school in Wayne. After gradua¬ 
tion, she attended summer 
school for six weeks in Detroit

and become a teacher. In the 
fall, she began a short teaching 
career in the local one-room 
schoolhouses. 

In 1920, Eva Johnson mar¬ 
ried Ray Dugan in the Method¬ 
ist Parsonage. They met when 
he worked at the Morris Gener¬ 
al Store in town. Within the 
year the newlywed couple be¬ 
came parents of twin boys. 
“We didn’t lose any time,” 
joked Oakley. 

Harold and Gerald were a 
year old when the Dugan fami¬ 
ly moved into the old school- 
house which had just been 
moved io the west end of town 
on Goddard Road near the rail¬ 
road tracks. Ray Dugan soon 
opened his garage and in later 
years would sell farm equip¬ 
ment and trucks. 

Thirteen months later, Eva 
Dugan would give birth to 
Evelyn, their only daughter in 
the converted schoolhouse. “I 
had lots of help,” said Oakley of 
the assistance she received 
from relatives and friends with 
three children in diapers. Ben¬ 
nett was their fourth child born 
a few years later. 

As their family expanded so 
did their home. They added a 
bathroom and kitchen to the 
schoolhouse. In the process 
they found some old arithmetic 
papers in the attic that be¬ 
longed to Ira Johnson who later 
become publisher of the Romu¬ 
lus Roman. “I’ve taken the 
paper for 75 years,” inter¬ 
jected Oakley. 

For most of their school 
years, three of Dugan children

were in the same class. 
“Evelyn caught up with the 
boys in second grade. You 
know how boys are,” Oakley 
quipped. “So when they wanted 
to go to Washington for their 
senior trip, we mortgaged the 
house. We wanted them to 
go.” Suddenly, in 1944, the 42- 
year-old Ray Dugan died of a 
heart attack. 

As it did 30 years earlier, life 
would abruptly change for Eva 
Dugan. She would find work 
with township water depart¬ 
ment and move out of the old 
schoolhouse. “The trains final¬ 
ly got to me. This house was for 
sale. I saw and bought it all in 
one afternoon,” she said of her 
“almost new home” on Porter 
Road. 

While with the water depart¬ 
ment, she met her future hus¬ 
band, Joseph Oakley and mar¬ 
ried in 1955. He was from 
another longtime Romulus 
family whose farm was at the 
comer of Wayne and Goddard 
roads. His insurance business 
still sits on the north-east cor¬ 
ner. He also served as the town 
constable. It was just three 
years ago that Eva and Joseph 
completed an Oakley family 
history. 

The Oakleys have 18 grand- 
children and 14 great 
grandchildren. 

“Romulus is where I was 
born. I‘ve never had anyin- 
clination to move. All the 
friends I’ve made are here and 
I wouldn’t be happy anywhere 
else. That’s the way it is,” she 
said.

Beginning Monday June 2 at 5 p.m., the city of Romulus wiU puU 
the switch on a new high-tech, state-of-the-art, digital phone 
system. 

Each department will now have its own number and callers can 
direct dial. The information number of 941-0666 will remain the 
same. 

However, a new emergency number has been instituted. That 
number is 941-111. Formerly, the old fire department number. 
Calls will now be dispatched through the police department for 
any and all emergency situations. 

The system which was installed by Rolm Company of South- 
field, a subsidiary of IBM, cost the city of Romulus $175,000, 
according to Gerald H. Ruderman, president of Communication 
Resources Inc. of Farmington Hills, the consultant company who 
implemented the new system for the city. The high bid on the 
project was $210,000. 

“It is our evaluation that the city can save money in the first 
year the system is used. Over 10 years, a savings of over $400,000 
should be realized,” said Ruderman. 

Rita McLenon, purchasing agent for the city of Romulus said, 
“The city hired Communication Resources as the consultant who 
reviewed our present system and made specific recommenda¬ 
tions. In the past we have leased our equipment from AT&T. Now 
after five years we will own it.” 

Employees went to a three-day training session to learn the new 
computerized system. 

“This is a new phone concept in telecommunications. Rolm was 
the first to come out with a digital system in 1974. This is a major 
upgrade for the police department and will increase the city’s 
ability to traffic calls. We are now in the “digital era,” said 
Ruderman. 


Packed parks 
are evidence 
of sunny season 
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Stabbing suspect 
will stand trial 


An adult trial has been ordered for the 17-year-old suspect 
arrested in the stabbing death of Robert O’Day at Romulus High 
School which occurred Jan. 31. 

Last Friday, in Wayne County Juvenile Court, Judge Paul 
Mahenski ordered that Darryl Johnson of Inkster be tried as an 
adult for the first-degree, premeditated murder of Robert O’Day 
of Romulus. 

Johnson was arraigned before Judge Duane Dunuck in the 
out-county court on Saturday where he entered a plea of not 
guilty. An examination trial date was set for 9 a.m. June 4 in the 
34th District Court. 

Johnson was picked up at his Inkster home six hours after the 
incident in which he allegedly stabbed O’Day in the chest after 
O’Day had apparently rushed to the aid of a feUow student who 
was involved in an altercation with the suspect. 

What may have begun as a “senseless argument ” between two 
students ended in tragedy, officials said. 

O’Day was captain of the football team and co-captain of the 
wrestling team. He was awarded a football scholarship to attend 
New Mexico State University this faU. 

The incident was witnessed by several students and one 
teacher.

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Community wins 

in Romuius race

‘‘Visitors get a good feeling 
for our people and our town. 
What better way to support 
Romulus than through the Fes¬ 
tival Run," said Bill Smith, 
organizer of the successful and 
well-attended 10 kilometer 
Romulus Festival Run last 
Saturday. 

Two hundred and forty-one 
runners crossed the finish line 
and a new course record was 
set. The race began almost on 
schedule, shortly after 9 a.m. 
Robert Fitch of East Lansing, a 
“wheeler" established a new 
course when he crossed the fin¬ 
ish line 29 minutes and 28 
seconds later. He is among the 
fastest “wheelers" in the na¬ 
tion according to Smith. The 
first “able bodied" runner was 
Gerald Donnakowski of Ann 
Arbor, who finished in 29 mi¬ 
nutes and 44 seconds. 

Smith has organized the race 
since it began four years ago. 
At that time there were no 
wheelchair entrants. This year 
there were 12, including one 
woman. “The Romulus Race is 
now about the fourth beggest 
wheelchair race in the state. 
The Free Press Marathon is 
the largest with about 50 en¬ 
tries." said Smith. 

In recent years attitudes 
have progressed and changed. 
Physically handicapped people 
prefer the more positive dis¬ 
tinction of “physically chal¬ 
lenged" or p.c. To distinguish 
themselves from runners who 
are “able bodied," they are 
“wheelers." 

Smith's attention to detail 
has won the recognition of 
wheelchair race organizers 
who would like to include the 
Romulus race on their circuit 
in upcoming years. 

There were five water stops 
along the race route. The cups 
for wheelers had lids and 
straws. “You can't afford to 
get hands wet when you’re a 
wheeler," noted Smith who 
also saw to it that the railroad 
tracks were covered with ply¬ 
wood and carpeting for easy 
m a n u V e r a b i 1 i 1 by the 
wheelers. 

The DPW swept the streets 
and patched the holes. “Plan¬ 
ning began several months 
ago. John Smagner of the 
police department and I rode 
the route several times looking 
for anything that would ob¬ 
struct the runners. He deserves 
credit for making this the safe 


race that it was. People came 
up afterwards to say they 
didn't see a single car on the 
route," Smith said. 

Smith has been running for 
about 15 years. He still runs ab¬ 
out 30 miles a week just to stay 
“competitive." By the end of 
summer he will have run about 
10 races around the city, state 
and country. He also runs the 
course of this race to get a “feel 
of the track." 

“Whenever I’m on vacation, 
I try to participate in local 
races. I've had my most suc¬ 
cessful experiences in small 
towns where I can be more 


“A race director needs to be 
conscientious about what 
makes well organized race,’' 
he explained. ‘‘This race has a 
lot of pluses. It’s the kind of 
race I’d like to run if I wasn’t 
organizing it. I love the sport 
and want to make a contribu¬ 
tion to it. Small things make a 
difference," said Smith.

competitive. I won my first 
race in Jackson, Wyoming. 
When I crossed the finish line I 
wondered, what do I do," he 
joked. 

For the past 15 years. Smith 
has directed the Adult Com¬ 
munity Education Program in 
Romulus. He was born and 
raised in Granville near Grand 
Rapids. 

In a year, he will write sever¬ 
al articles for Michigan Run¬ 
ner magazine. 

He's proud of the race he has 
organized. “One of every three 
runners received an award. 
That's a pretty good percen¬ 
tage. The awards cost about 
$900 and were donated by Air 
Freight of Romulus, which was 
our major financial backer. 
Captain Nemo's did donate the 
trophies for the wheelers. It's 
hard to single out all the diffe¬ 
rent companies who helped," 
said Smith. 

An ambulance was called 
during the race to aid a 35- to 
39-year old man who apparent¬ 
ly was suffering from dehydra¬ 
tion. He was treated and re¬ 
leased at a local hospital that 
day. “Runners can learn some¬ 
thing from this: take liquids. 
But even the best runners in the 
world go down," he said. 

Twenty-five people from a 
volunteer group called 
Emergency Preparedness 
assisted with first aid problems 
on the route.

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Transportation department 
gives update on road projects

While drivers north of De¬ 
troit perform the “Lodge loi¬ 
ter” as a result of construction 
began, this past spring and ex¬ 
pected to continue until for at 
least two more years, drivers 
in western Wayne County can 
be assured that the widening 
and reconstruction of Michigan 
Avenue in Dearborn is several 
months ahead of schedule and 
will complete in July. 

This has been attributed to 
excellent cooperation from the 
city of Dearborn, Michigan De¬ 
partment of Transportation 
and Dan’s Excavating, Inc. of 
Utica. Together they have 
allowed the work to move along 
at a very good pace, according 
to construction officials. 

But Lodge Freeway comple¬ 
tion is going well, spokesmen 
claim. Traffic volume has 
dropped since work began in 
early April indicating many 
drivers are using alternate 
routes. 

The contractor. Midwest 
Bridge Co., is working seven 
days a week from 5 a.m. to 5 
p.m. All three lanes are open 
for the evening rush period as 
required by their contract. 

“From now until October, 
when the 1986 portion of the 
two-year project is scheduled 
for completion, we will con¬ 
tinue to do everything possible 
to keep disruptions to a mini¬ 
mum and to continue to work 


on schedule,” officials said. 

Work is ready to begin on the 
southbound Lodge and officials 
suggest that Tiger fans take 
alternate routes on their way to 
night games. However, there 
should be no slowdowns related 
to the Lodge project on the way 
home from the games.

The future may very well be at stake next 
week when voters in Wayne, Westland, a por¬ 
tion of Canton and some residents of Inkster 
are asked to approve a 2-mill increase in oper¬ 
ating millage by the Wayne-Westland School 
District. 

Interestingly enough, there has been no cri¬ 
ticism of the millage request, and no orga¬ 
nized effort to dissuade voters from approv¬ 
ing the tax increase-and the arguments for 
the approval of the request seem sound and of 
strong merit. 

But, the millage was rejected by voters 
when it was requested on an earlier ballot 
under nearly the same conditions which 
seems to indicate that, while opposition to the 
vote is individual and unorganized, it was in 
the majority. And, a further conclusion might 
be that the efforts to support and publicize the 
issues and need for the money were not overt 
enough. 

If that is the case, then everyone loses, but 
most especially the students, and there are 
some, who are seeking the best education 
possible and putting a sincere and diligent 
effort toward learning. The public, and parti¬ 
cularly the voters, must understand that 
these students spending today learning the 
mulitiplication tables or reading and analyz¬ 
ing Shakespere are our only hope for a better 
tomorrow. We each need to understand that 
the kid playing baseball in the middle of the 
street could very well be the senator who 
casts the deciding vote on our social security 
check increase in not too many years. We 


want him educated in the very best, most effi¬ 
cient manner possible. 

And while we’re at it, let’s take a look at the 
judge who sits on the bench in Wayne and her 
counterpart in Westland. Carolyn Archbold 
and Gail McKnight hold the futures of many

A sobering thought 


Members of the Romulus City Council were 
the first in the area to take an official stand 
last week regarding the sobriety check lane 
program designed to curb drunk driving on 
the state highways. 

While much has been written promoting the 
check lanes, and while Gov. James Blan¬ 
chard has some strong and vigorous argu¬ 
ments concerning the effectiveness of the 
program in keeping life-threatening drivers 
from behind the wheel, not much publicity 
has been given to the local participation and 
cost of the program to the taxpayers. 

Romulus is a city which seems more than 
usually tuned into state issues and the impact 
that state actions might have locally, and the 
check lanes seem to be an example of this. 

The airport within city limits is both a bles¬ 
sing and a curse for this city, and its adminis¬ 
tration. Mayor Beverly McAnally has some 
serious concerns about the effects a legalized 
casino gambling bill might have on her town. 
While other local municipalities would not 
really be affected. McAnally appears to have 
the foresight to realize what this might mean 
in Romulus. What would happen if people 
were allowed to get on a plane for an hour, 
arrive at their destination, gamble, and then 
fly back into Metro and her city to end the 
evening? She seems to have a point when she 
cites the increased crime rate in Atlantic City 


where gambling is legal. 

Whether or not crime and vice would esca¬ 
late in Romulus if gambling were available in 
close proximity to the airport is not the event 
at hand, however, and we cite that issue only 
to demonstrate the type of concern which 
seems evident in Romulus administration. 

We think the check lanes are a good idea. 
We think they wilt help in curtailing drunk 
driving and thereby save lives. Drunks driv¬ 
ing automobiles kill and main people. That is 
a proven, undeniable fact. But we also agree 
with some members of the Romulus council 
who are concerned about the constitutionality 
of such random checks. Are we approaching 
the year of “Big Brother” and what might 
follow if this program becomes common¬ 
place? 

There are, as we’re often reminded, only 
two kinds of ideas: Good ideas that work and 
good ideas that don’t. Members of the admi¬ 
nistration and council in Romulus think this is 
a good idea that won’t work. They are worried 
about the future impact of the check lanes, 
and, they are also worried about the cost to 
their city in participating in such a program. 

These concerns seem justified, and the 
Romulus councilmembers deserve a com¬ 
mendation for their concern for both the indi¬ 
vidual rights of citizens and their watchful¬ 
ness over taxpayers’ dollars.

General Douglas McArthur addressed the 
West Point cadets at the time of his retire¬ 
ment, and in his speech, spoke ol the code by 
which loyal soldiers are to live. 

I thought about the general upon reading 
over my column of last week which dealt with 
the “m()nkey” and the wisdom of accepting 
responsibility which is not ours. But what ab¬ 
out that which is our burden to carry? 

.4 message had to be delivered to General 
Garcia...no matter what the cost. For if the 
communique were not delivered, a major tac¬ 
tical error in the pending battle would occur, 
the lives of thousands of patriots would be 
lost, as would the future of the nation. 

“Send me three of your most faithful sol¬ 
diers. " the leader of the country pro¬ 
nounced. ” 

The first entered, and after being informed 
of the nature of this hazardous mission, as 
well as its importance, he u as asked if he 
would, “deliver the message to Garcia?” 

“Well, your eminence. I sure will do my 
best, and if nothing goes wrong, f think I can 
make it. ” With that the soldier was dis¬ 
missed. 

The second .soldier was called. After a pa¬ 
tient explanation of the difficulty and critical 
nature of the assignment, he ivas asked the 
important question. He replied, “I'm pretty 
sure I can do it. sir. but no matter what f'll 
give it my best effort. ” With that. he. too. was 
asked to retire. 

Finally the last man was summoned. After 
the same detailed briefing as the others, the 
third soldier was asked. ‘ ‘ Will you deliver my 
message to General Garcia?” 

“Fes sir, it will be done!” 

“You my son, will carry my message to 
Garcia. ” 

Days passed before anything was known, 
but finally word came. Half-dead, bloodied 
but unbowed and unbroken, the soldier had 
gotten through. Over hazardous terrain and 
between enemy lines, he had done what he 
believed he could do, what he “knew” be 


would do...and all they had believed in and 
stood for . . . had been sa ved. 

Appropriate, I think, just after this Memo¬ 
rial Day rememberance, that we consider all,,, 
the loyal, brave, fighting men and women 
who, as President Lincoln once said, “...gave 
their last full measure of devotion...that our 
nation might not perish from the earth.” 

Mercifully, most of us are seldom faced 
with adversity of the magnitude that could 
determine the immediate and certain fate of 
our entire nation. 

Each day, we do. however, bear witness to 
the performance of those who have responsi¬ 
bility to that which they profess loyalty. They 
face a choice between stepping forward and 
accepting the responsibility as well as the au¬ 
thority to “get it done,” or to let it go. 

They take the title, the money, and the uni¬ 
form. if you will, but don’t do the job. They, in 
effect, call themselves a healer, send you the 
bill, and think they have fulfilled their duty by 
dealing with the symptom while failing to fer¬ 
ret out the disease. We all observe it; in busi¬ 
ness. in the schools, churches, service clubs, 
and at home. 

The worst place imaginable of all. howev¬ 
er, to find the shurker. lacker, the person who 
cannot, or will not, do that to which action was 
committed...is looking back at us. in the 
mirror. 

To not be willing to carry the monkey for a 
friend, relative, fellow worker, employee, or 
your employer, when it is clearly theirs, and not 
yours, is one matter. 

But to default on our responsibility to the 
company we draw a paycheck from, the 
cause we say we believe in. the country or 
cause to which we claim allegiance is a mat¬ 
ter which we will either learn to carry on our 
shoulders, or carry as a burden on our soul. 

It is. of course, easy for all of us to subjec¬ 
tively figure out where the “other guy” 
failed. When, however, we have multiple 
roles we are sworn to uphold; in the family,

in the Wayne Westland district since

The district 
spokesmen suggest that they will be able 
I to continue the present programs, in¬ 
cluding art, music and physical educa¬ 
tion, replace some equipment which is 
worn and in some cases inoperable and 
provide building maintenance which has 
been determined necessary. 

It appears to be a straightforward re¬ 
quest with no fancy footwork and no rhe¬ 
torical promises of vast improvements. 
The administrators and board members 
seem to have dealt with this in an honest 
and realistic manner and for that, we 
applaud them. There have been no 
threats of massive cuts or scare tactics 
designed to load guilt on voters who don’t 
fully understand the issue. 

The issue seems, to us, simple enough. 
^ The average homeowner in the Wayne- 
i< Westland district living in a $40,000 home 
^ pays about $943 a year toward support of 

- the schools. An increase in the millage 

- will add about $40 a year to that total. In 
these times of inflation and escalated 

f prices, these seems a bargain to us. 

This would seem to be a bargain at 
twice the price when the end result could 
; affect each of our futures so personally 
■ and dramatically. 

; We would urge citizens who under- 
I stand the impact of this small, 2-mill in¬ 
crease to vote and to vote yes on the in- 
. crease rather than allowing those who 
care less to control the education of our 
children, and our futures. 


Jurors would be more repre¬ 
sentative of the general popula¬ 
tion under a bill approved by 
the Legislature. 

Prospective jurors are pre¬ 
sently selected by jury boards 
from voter registration lists. 
Under the bill, they would be 
drawn from driver’s license 
lists. 

Ideally, a jury selection list 
should provide a fair, repre¬ 
sentative sample of the popula¬ 
tion. Yet, it has been argued 
that the voter registration list 
falls short of this ideal, and in¬ 
stead over-represents certain 
’ segments of the population. 
Left out are many minorities, 
as well as people in the 18-to 
24-year-old age group, who are 
less likely to be registered to 
vote. 

It is established that voter 
^.registration lists cover only 83 
percent to 85 percent of the 
state adult population. The 
Michigan Department of State 
figures that the driver license 
list, combined with the person¬ 
al identification cardholder 
list, which would also be used 
for jury selection, represents 
95 percent of the state eligible 
adult population.

The National Council of Met¬ 
ropolitan Courts in 1973 recom¬ 
mended that the voter registra¬ 
tion lists be supplemented by 
other lists in jury selection. 

At least 15 states use both vo¬ 


harder to do so if driver’s 
license lists are used in select¬ 
ing jurors. 

Under the bill, the Depart¬ 
ment of State would annually 
send to the clerk of each coun¬ 
ty, at no expense to the county, 
a list of licensed drivers and per¬ 
sonal ID cardholders who live 
in that county. The list would be 
forwarded to the jury board.

Although the framers of the modern calendar 
won’t admit it, the annual rites of summer are 
upon us as the Memorial Day parades, backyard 
barbecue and weekend sunburns have gone by. 

And even though the magnates of appliance 
store television commercial fame would have us 
believe that we will flock in numbers to their 
stores this summer in search of lawn furniture, 2 
million B.T.U. air conditioners and whatever 
other gadget attracts our attention, Teresa 
Malone, a dispatcher for the Lower Huron Met¬ 
ropark in Belleville, said that area residents still 
head for the water when the thermometer bub¬ 
bles over. 

The Lower Huron Metropark is the closest of 
the five Detroit area parks, located at 17845 Sav¬ 
age Road, Belleville, just off the 1-94 Haggerty 
Road exit on Hannan Road. Malone said that 
visitors begin to hit the park in full force on 
Memorial Day and don’t let up until after the 
Labor Day holiday in September. 

She added that weekends are the busiest day 
for the park with Saturday taking the lead in 
attendance figures. 

Malone said that all Metroparks are open from 
6 a.m. to 10 p.m. Sunday through Saturday. Ser¬ 
vices available include fishing, swimming, boat¬ 
ing, golfing, tennis, barbecuing, camping, na¬ 
ture sight-seeing and hiking. Park goers may 
opt for a $2-per-car day pass which entitles them 
to a day of recreation at all five Metroparks for 
one day, or a $7-per-car'yearly pass which is good 
for both the summer and winter seasons. Senior 
citizens receive a $2 discount on the yearly pass. 

If the Metroparks aren’t in your favor this 


summer, water is not an element of short supply 
in these parts, or so report the officials in Belle¬ 
ville. R. Lynne Hamilton, Van Buren Township 
Supervisor, said that Belleville Lake is open and 
ready for water lovers this year. 

Despite a controversial closing last year by 
the Michigan Department of Health, the lake is 
open each day from 10 a.m. to dusk for boating, 
skiing, fishing and swimming at the swimmer’s 
own risk. Boat rentals are available at local 
marinas as well as fishing gear and supplies. 

Although swimming is not prohibited by law 
on the lake in general, state officials warn 
would-be water enthusiasts to forego any phyic- 
al contact with the water after a rain due to 
possible water contamination. 

And if the water sports don’t quench your 
thirst for summer fun, several local cities and 
groups will be celebrating with summer festiv¬ 
als.

Until last year, Sharon 
Knowles had never shoed a 
horse. Today, she’s making the 
duty her career. 

Knowles, the owner of Shar¬ 
on’s Horshoeing Service in Bel¬ 
leville, has been a 1980s black¬ 
smith since she came to the 
area in 1985 and is reportedly 
loving every minute of it. 

“I love it. I graduated from 
school last October. After that, 
business really started to boom 
for me,” said Knowles. 

While working a part-time 
job as a custodian at the Michi¬ 
gan Humane Society in West- 
land, the 32-year-old Belleville 
resident decided to turn her 
dream of working with horses 
into reality by attending a 
school specializing in horse 
shoeing. 

After what she called a 
“grueling” eight-week course 
that dealt with every aspect of 
the horse from the knee down, 
Knowles received her diploma 
and set off to work as a modern 
American blacksmith. 

Knowles attended the Michi¬ 
gan School of Horseshoeing lo¬ 
cated in Belleville. There stu¬ 
dents were trained in correc¬ 
tive shoeing, the anatomy of 
the horse’s hoof, how the ten¬ 
dons work and the basic tasks 
of shoeing a horse the correct 
way. 

But even a rigid class in 
horseshoeing can’t make up for 
inexperience, Knowles said, 


having only observed the 
blacksmith in the past and nev¬ 
er before taking the anvil for 
her own. 

The Wisconsin native re¬ 
ported that she has loved 
horses since childhood and has 


always been an avid rider and 
groomer. It was this love that 
convinced her to pursue a 
career in the horse trade even 
further. 

“I’ve had a love of horses 
ever since I was a little girl and 


laid my eyes on a little pony,” 
Knowles said. “I’ve always 
wanted a career with horses 
and this is the career that I 
chose.”

Priority man 

Postmen bring mailbox

The postman always rings 
twice, but not if a shabby mail¬ 
box, family dog or dangerous 
porch stops him first. 

In observation of National 
Mailbox Improvement Week 
recently, Charles Venator, 
officer in charge of the Wayne- 
Westland-Canton post office, 
said area postal patrons should 
take a few extra moments to 
evaluate the condition of their 
mailboxe;,s and the paths lead¬ 
ing up to them to ensure a more 
efficient and speedy delivery of 
the mail. 

“There are a lot of problems 
with mailboxes out there. 
Many don’t have numbers on 
them. At a lot of houses, the 
boxes have literally fallen off 
the house,” Venator said. “We 
try to get people to improve 
these situations during this 
week.” 

After a long, hard. Michigan 
winter, Ventator said that 
spring and early summer pro¬ 
vide a good opportunity to 
promote mailbox improve¬ 
ment. Aside from the improved 
appearance of neat-looking 
mailboxes in a neighborhood or 
down a rural road, Venator 
said that many mailboxes to¬ 
day are unsafe to mail carriers 
and to customers who retrieve 
the mail from them. 

With about 30 percent of all 
postal customers in the area re¬ 
ceiving mail in a curbside box, 
Venator explained that a major 
concentration is being placed 
on free-standing, rural-route 
mailboxes in the improvement 
program. One recurring prob¬ 
lem with the boxes, he said, is 
cars being parked in front of 
them, the boxes being knocked 
down and other non-mail mate¬ 
rials being placed inside. 

Although there is no law to 
prohibit an automobile in front 
of a roadside mailbox, Venator 
said that if the problem con¬ 
tinues for a long period of time, 
the customer will be notified 
and mail delivery could be stop¬ 
ped. In addition, mail service 
could be impeded because of a 
dangerous, too-short, or broken- 
down box as well. 

The post master general re¬ 
commends boxes that are 3 1/2 
to 4 feet in height. A clearly 
printed address on the recepta¬ 
cle also aids delivery. 

Serving more than 200,000 
postal customers, Venator re¬ 
ported that the job can be sub¬ 
stantially detoured because of 
things as simple as bad mail¬ 
boxes, a blocked path to the box 
or other obstacles. 

Among these other obsta¬ 
cles, he said, is the family dog - 
the number one villian to the 
postman, according to Vena¬ 
tor. To alleviate some of the 
problems associated with the 
family pets, postal officials 
have been placing tags on re¬ 
sidential mailboxes to inform 
visiting carriers or substitutes 
that a dog is present in the 
house. But the stickers alone 


can’t solve the problem, Vena¬ 
tor said, as a great deal of 
assistance must come from 
dog owners. 

In addition to Rover, the 
postman may be kept from de¬ 
livering the mail for a variety 
of other reasons, according to 
Venator. Some of these reasons 
include snow-covered side¬ 
walks, dangerous porches and 
failure by residents to notify 
the post office when moving or 
going on vacation.

Venator said that when mov¬ 
ing, customers should file a 
change of address form with 
the post office within one week 
of leaving. When going on vaca¬ 
tion, a written notice to the car¬ 
rier or post office within two 
days before leaving will ensure 
that the home doesn’t have the 
“vacant look ” with full mail¬ 
boxes and packages laying 
around. 

A major switch to “commun¬ 
ity mailboxes” is hitting the 
local parade, Venator said, as 
postal patrons realize the in¬ 
creased security with such a 
box. The community mailbox 
is generally located at a central 
location on a city street or sub¬ 
division and is made up of 
many boxes grouped together. 
The post office supplies the 
boxes which all lock and are 
weatherproof. Aside from 
speeding mail delivery and eli¬ 
minating some of the obstacles 
such as cars being parked in 
front of mailboxes, Venator 
said that the boxes are becom¬ 
ing popular because of the in¬ 
creased security to the mail 
and the bigger size of the box. 

Nevertheless, Venator 
doesn’t expect a complete tran¬ 
sition of the mailboxes in the 
area to the community-type. 
But he does think that a few mo¬ 
ments of time spent this spring 
and summer improving postal 
receptacles and the pathways 
leading up to them will aid 
summertime carriers and 
mailman throughout the year 
get the mail to the homes in a 
more efficient manner. 

“This is an annual program 
but it should be an ongoing 
thing. This is a time of year 
when people are sprucing up 
their yards and we hope they do 
their mailboxes as well,” said 
Venator. “We’re here to pro¬ 
vide the service, but we need 
the cooperation of our custom¬ 
ers to maintain service at its 
highest level.”

Even the post office has been hit by high technology, Venator said. 
Here are the steps necessary to get a letter from one place to another: 

■ Deposit in blue mailbox. Here a mail carrier picks up the mail and 
transfer it to the city post office. 

■ Sent to Detroit. All mail is hauled by truck to the Detroit city post 
office for processing. 

■ Cancel letters. At the rate of 22,000 pieces of mail per hour, letters 
are cancelled and then sent to a sorter. 

■ Sort the mail. Letters are sorted by a human and machine power 
at the rate of 34,000 letters per hour. 

■ Place in correct bin. Letters are placed in one of several bins 
according to zip codes. 

■ To the destination. Local mail returns to local post offices while 
national letters are sent to their respective post offices.

Although no other member of the 
Knowles family ever sported ihe black¬ 
smith’s apron and held an anvil like a 
master, Knowles is no amateur when it 
comes to horses. She reported that her 
father was also a staunch horse enthu¬ 
siast and that her uncle raised and bred 
stallions of his own in Wisconsin. 

But the farm lands of the Wisconsin 
plains do not resemble the smokestacks 
of metro Detroit or the roar of semi¬ 
trailers and automobiles that race along 
the freeways and throughout the streets 
of Belleville. Still, Knowles explained, the 
need for a blacksmith in the area is great. 

In the trade for a little more than one 
and one-half years, Knowles works every 
spare moment shoeing horses. She re¬ 
ported that her job at the Humane Society 
occupies most of her day but evenings and 
weekends are dedicated to the horses. 

Unlike the doctor in the 1980s, Knowles 
makes house calls. In fact, nearly all of 
her business is performed right out of the 
trunk of her small car. 

“I always work right out of the back of 
my car,'’ Knowles said. “When I go to 
places, I have my anvil and all the shoes 
right in the back.’’ 

Knowles said the horses in the Bellevil¬ 
le and surrounding areas are used pri¬ 
marily as pets or show animals. Most of 
her business, she continued, comes from

the residential community, horse grom- 
mers and breeders. 

And although working two jobs occu¬ 
pies a great portion of her “spare” time, 
Knowles said that her love of horses is not 
just all work and no play. The Belleville 
resident owns four horses of her own on 
her farm which she uses in competition 
and for leisure riding. She currently is 
preparing to enter a barrel race event this 
summer. 

How does one shoe a horse? According 
to Knowles, it’s a little more than just 
hammering a steel plate onto a hoof. 

The first step to ensure the proper fit¬ 
ting of a shoe, Knowles said, is to study the 
horse in detail. This analysis includes 
watching the horse’s walk, trot, probing 
the hoof for irregularities and measuring 
the area of the hoof. Although the analysis 
step in shoeing is perhaps the most unin¬ 
teresting, Knowles said it probably is the 
most important and can be compared to 
the proper fitting of shoes on humans. 

The next step is logical - putting the 
shoe on the horse. After making sure the 
hoof is level. Knowles said the shoe is 
hammered onto the hoof using a steel shoe 
and horseshoe nails. In all. the process 
should take about 45 minutes, she added, 
and would cost the average horse owner 
about $35 for all four shoes. 

With the overload in work, Knowles ex¬ 
plained that she currently is looking for 
an assistant and is looking in the direction 
of her 13-year-old daughter who also has 
acquired a strong affection for the stal¬ 
lions. Thus, alongside of mother when 
making the various rounds of 
horseshoeing details for the day can be 
found the younger Miss Knowles with just 
as keen an interest. But the love of horse 
hasn’t completely spread down the family 
lineage, Knowles said, as her 10-year-old 
daughter is “scared to death of them.” 

With or without assistance in the near 
future, Knowles said she hopes to expand 
her business and possibly one day make it 
her only profession. The capital output is 
small, she said, - a car, anvil, shoes and 
knowledge - and the profits can be re¬ 
warding for the right person. 

But even as a love for the four-legged 
creatures out of the western plains cap¬ 
tures her love and affection, Knowles re¬ 
ported that she enjoys being a blacksmith 
for the job security it provides, unlike her 
last position in an autombile factory 
which left her out of work due to company 
layoffs. 

“Machines may have replaced a lot of 
things,” Knowles quipped, “but 
machines will never, ever replace a black¬ 


smith.”

‘Inspimtionar track effort by Tolson lifts Zebras 


Receiving an "inspirational 
performance " from senior Ron 
Tolson. and some unexpected 
but welcomed surprises from 
Karl Blaszkowski and Wayne 
Roberts, Wayne Memorial 
edged Class A regional champ.

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In memorium 

Local woman reflects on war-time

When area women were 
asked to model old garments 
that they owned, many women 
donned dresses from the '50s, 
hats from the '30s and fashions 
that great-grandmother used 
to wear. But, one local resident 
came dressed in a wool, navy 
blue skirt, tie and hat from the 
days of World War I, an outfit 
that revealed an aspect of 
American history unknown to 
most people. 

Joan Meaker, a retired 
school teacher from the 
Wayne-Westland school dis¬ 
trict and Wayne resident, 
found the old Navy uniform in a 
cedar chest locked upstairs in 
her mother's attic shortly after 
her death. Although the uni¬ 
form itself didn't pose any 
great interest in American his¬ 
tory, the original wearer of it 
prompted Meaker and a 
friend to explore the role of 
women in the WWI war effort, a 
facet of history not as well rec¬ 
ognized as the women who par¬ 
ticipated in later wars. 

Sadie de Leon, Meaker’s 
mother and a native of Key 
West, Fla., enlisted in the Nav¬ 
al Reserves at Key West on 
April 5, 1917. According to 
Meaker, the move was not any¬ 
thing atypical in the early 1900s 
but was just an act of patriot¬ 
ism and loyalty to her home¬ 
town. 

“I guess (enlisting) was the 
thing to do. She was a young 
woman and it sounded exciting 
to her," said Meaker of her 
mother. "She had always lived 
near a Naval base and one day 
went and asked if there was 
anything she could do." 

De Leon’s offer was quick to 
be acted upon as the govern¬ 
ment put her to work as a ste¬ 
nographer, file clerk, typist 
and office clerk. Women did not 
go to combat, according to 


Meaker, but stayed on the 
homefront performing domes¬ 
tic functions with the title 
"Yeoettes." 

Unlike the men in the armed 
forced, the women were re¬ 
quired to make their own uni¬ 
forms, Meaker said. The ladies 
were given enough yards of 
wool material to make a skirt. 
Blue middies and caps were 
provided by the government 
and with the personal addition 
of shoes, the Yeoette uniform 
was complete. 


Although she never talked 
much about her experiences as 
a veteran of WWI, de Leon re¬ 
mained proud of her patriotic 
aid right up until her death. 
Meaker said that two bound 
volumes containing photos and 
new^spaper clippings describ¬ 
ing "Life in the U.S. Naval Re¬ 
serve Force" were found lying 
on the living room floor of her 
mother's home after she died. 

From what her mother did 
tell her, Meaker said that life in 
the Naval Reserves was a hard 
experience but also a "fun " 
one. She cited numerous photos 
of her mother and best friend 
Kitty Karr attending parties, 
mingling with the boys and 
trying their hands at the 
newest fad that women 
shouldn’t touch - cigarettes. 

The Key West Naval Base 
where de Leon was stationed 
was used principally as a sta¬ 
tion for bi-winged planes and 
blimps during the war. The 
Keys were not connected to 
mainland Florida, Meaker 
said, as they are today and thus 
all transportation to and from 
the island was by boat. 


Growing up in a military 
family. Meaker has adopted a 
sort-of rigid respect and affec¬ 
tion for the war dead and veter¬ 
ans and said she thinks celeb¬ 
rating Memorial Day on the 
last Monday of May is disre¬ 
spectful and is demeaning the 
original May 30 holiday to hon¬ 
or the lost soldiers of the 
country. 

"Memorial Day was actually 
set aside to honor the dead. It 
was Decoration Day, when you 
went to honor all the dead of 


your family, not just those that 
served but all war veterans. I 
think it’s important that young 
people learn to have respect for 
cemeteries and the dead. ” 

The respect of which Meaker 
speaks can be perhaps traced 
back to the days of her child¬ 
hood when her father would 
take her to the family cemetery 
in Milan. An annual tradition, 
Meaker has carried the legacy 
on by bringing her own chil¬ 
dren out to decorate the graves 
and pay respect to those that 
gave their lives so the nation 
might live. 

"As a child, my father used 
to take me out to Milan. He 
would take us out there on 
Memorial Day and put flowers 
on his family’s graves," Meak¬ 
er said. 

But the war life didn’t just 
begin with her mother’s in¬ 
volvement in World War I, 
Meaker said. The Wayne resi¬ 
dent is an avid member of the 
Daughters of the American Re¬ 
volution, a civic group in which 
members must be able to prove

Home accidents can be avoided

While medical advances have 
helped more Americans enjoy 
good health in their later years, 
people tend to •be more vulner¬ 
able to injuries as they age, re¬ 
ports Arthur V. Schletty, Depu¬ 
ty Director of the Division of In¬ 
jury, Epidemiology, and Dis¬ 
ease Control at the Center for 
Disease Control. Schletty re¬ 
ports that Americans over 75 
have relatively more injury- 
related deaths than any other 
age group, with people aged 65- 
74 following close behind. 


Schletty says that many in¬ 
juries are related to changes that 
often accompany the aging pro¬ 
cess. These include changes in 
eyesight that reduce depth and 
color perception, and increased 
susceptibility to glare, and al¬ 
terations in blood circulation 
that can cause dizziness and 
loss of balance. Changes in 
walking patterns, such as tak¬ 
ing shorter steps, also increase 
the risk of tripping, while slower 
reactions can result in a re¬ 
duced ability to react rapidly to 
danger. 

Despite physical changes that 
may accompany aging, the risk 
of accidents can be greatly re¬ 
duced by simple changes in an 
older person’s daily routine and 
home environment. 

Since many falls occur on 
stairs, marking the top and bot¬ 
tom steps with bright colored 
tape or paint, illuminating 
stairs, using handrails on both 
sides of the stairs, and carrying 


small loads when using stairs 
can greatly reduce the risk of 
accidents. 

Schletty also recommends 
wearing sturdy shoes at home 
and getting rid of throw rugs. 

“Slippery surfaces in bath¬ 
rooms can be made safer with 
nonskid strips in the bath and 
shower and the use of grab 
bars,” he said. 

The kitchen is another area of 
the house where special precau¬ 
tions should be taken. Schletty 
recommends using heat- 
resistent mits to pick up hot con¬ 
tainers, avoiding loose-fitting 
clothing that can catch on pots 
or catch fire, and moving pot 
handles so that they do not prot¬ 
rude from the stove. A fire ex¬ 
tinguisher should be stored 
close to the cooking area. 

Every home should be equip¬ 
ped with smoke detectors, and 
home water heaters should be 
set at a temperature between 
120 and 125 degrees F. to avoid 
burns. 


Proper drug use prescribed 


Older people use drugs more 
than any other age group, re¬ 
port Steven R. Moore and 
Llyod G. Millstein. Moore, a 
pharmacist, and Millstein, for¬ 
mer Director of the Division of 
Drug Advertising and Labeling 
with the U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration, say that get¬ 
ting to know your pharmacist is 
one of the best ways to get the 
most for your medical dollar 
when it comes to taking drugs. 

They recommend that select¬ 
ing a pharmacist who is willing 
to advise on such matters as 
generic drug substitutions and 
choose a pharmacy that pro¬ 
vides home delivery, indi¬ 
vidual medication records. 


large print prescriptions 
labels, and prescription vials 
without safety closures as part 
of their services. 

According to Moore and Mill- 
stein, “Far better phar¬ 
maceutical service will be 
obtained if you use one 
pharmacy for all your needs, so 
shop wisely and then work 
closely with the pharmacy and 
pharmacist that you choose.” 

They also advise patients to 
tell their doctor and pharma¬ 
cist of any other drugs they are 
taking, whether or not they 
drink or smoke, and ask about 
precautions they should take 


regarding foods, since any of 
these factors can affect drugs 
safety and reliability. They 
also recommend asking your 
doctor about any possible 
adverse reactions from a new 
drug and advise having some¬ 
one nearby when taking a pre¬ 
scription for the first time in 
case of an allergic reaction. 

On sharing medications, 
Moore and Millsteein warned 
that, “Many medications look 
alike, their names shound 
alike, or they appear to be 
given for similar conditions. 
Never make the assumption 
that drugs are the same or can 
be used the same way.”

BROKER REFUNDS PART OF 
CLIENT’S MONEY! 

Dear Letter Writer: 

I feel as though I have been 
really treated poorly by my in¬ 
vestment broker.

During our first meeting, in 
an attempt to put me at ease and 
assure me of his competence, 
your agent drew the following 
analogy: 

“You go to a doctor for your 
medical problems- 

You go to a lawyer for your 
legal problems- 

I am a Money Doctor and you 
come to me for your money 
problems- 

Obvious, I immediately be¬ 
came uncomfortable with this 
man. He is a very fast talking, 
self-assured individual, who ex¬ 
hibits and air of being over¬ 
worked and exceptionally busy 
with no time to “go into detail.’’ 
He is pompous, flamboyant, 
arrogant and bombastic. He in¬ 
timated me on a consistent

basis. 

When I received my June 
30, 1985, statements, reflecting 
an $8,000 loss, I panicked-a state 
of mind that had b^en building 
for some time. Against your 
agent’s advice, I wrote checks 
and virtually emptied my 
account. My relationship with 
him had deteriorated to the 
point that I absolutely could not 
continue to do business with 
him. 

I am writing to you as I would 
appreciate a review of my 
account and an assessment 
from management personnel in 
your company as to the manner 
in which my assets were purch¬ 
ased and sold.

RESOLUTION: 

The company responded to 
GT via the telephone and a 
$5,000 settlement offer was pre¬ 
sented. GT accepted the settle¬ 
ment amount and received a 
check from the company in 
February 1986. 

COMMENT: This was an ex¬ 
traordinarily successful letter. 
GT’s only other course of ac¬ 
tion would have, of course, 
been to file a lawsuit in circuit 
court. It goes without saying, 
that this method would have 
been extremely costly and the 
court docket would have de¬ 
layed resolution of this matter 
for over three years. In addi¬ 
tion, the burden of proof would 
have been on GT.

one of their ancestors partici¬ 
pated in the Revolutionary 
War. She reported that she be¬ 
came interested in the group 
years ago and her work in 
genealogy has provided the 
proof to be ^ member. 

A past elementary teacher 
and the wife of a veteran of the 
Korean War, Meaker feels that 
the war life has been inspired 
within her. Not that she enjoy 
war, she said, but because she 
realizes that American free¬ 
dom has been something for 
which people have always 
fought and is something that 
she feels must be held steadfast 
in order to ensure the same 
kind of freedom for future gen¬ 
erations. 

‘‘Nobody likes wars, it’s a 
terrible thing. But, when you 
realize that your forebearers 
came to this country and 
helped make it what it is,” 
Meaker said, “I feel it’s worth 
fighting for. 

“If we don’t have the de¬ 
fenses or the will to protect this 
country, we will never make 
it.”

spice up any dish

Usually, when the term 
sauce was discussed in our 
family, it mainly referred to 
what and how much Uncle 
Fred had to drink at the family 
reunion. 

My editor, on the other hand, 
probably refers to sauce as to 
what is added to a Big Mac. 

Still again, I have friends 
who refer to sauce as to just 
how much is shown at the Wind¬ 
sor strip clubs. 

[IsAfter many disgusting meals 
|al some of the metropolitan 
Shea’s classiest restaurants, 
^Ve found that sauce is some¬ 
thing to hide overcooked pieces 
of meat, fish and poultry. 

Whatever sauce means to 
you, summer is almost here, 
which means it's about time to 
haul out those ever-reliable 
warm-weather standbys such 
as grilled fish, hamburgers, 
main-course salads and pastas 
that everyone loves - but you 
may be just a little tired of. 

This year, like last year, you 
probably want to do something 
more to dress up those old favo¬ 
rites with a snappy touch. Start 
a new happening with some 
great new sauces which will be 
guaranteed to make those bor¬ 
ing dishes come alive with 
flavor. 

Most budding chefs are a lit¬ 
tle apprehensive about trying 
different sauces - especially 
sauces with exotic ingredients. 
They begin with the old adage, 
‘‘What goes with what?" 



In the modern kitchen today, 
you can be assured that there 
are few “rules” as to when to 
serve this with that. Trying de¬ 
sperately not to sound like our 
government. I’ve found that if 
the sauce is light and flavorful 
with herbs, it will be equally 
enjoyable with sliced tomatoes 
as with a tossed salad. 

Use it as a marinade for 
fresh, steamed veget¬ 
ables, from 
pastas to 
party dips 
or from 
sauces for 
cold beef, veal or 
turkey to zesty sandwich 
spreads. Tomato sauces can 
make an excellent accompani¬ 
ment to omelettes as well as to 
pastas and even fish. Sweet 
sauces like those flavored with 
apricots, onions, raisins and 
honey make great bastes for 
lamb, pork, chicken and ribs, 
in additon to being a welcome 
“dipping” sauce for the same 
at dinner parties or with small 
cocktail franks and shrimps on 
the appetizer tray. 

Don't worry about the need 
for expensive equipment. A 
single saucepan, in addition to 
a blender, processor and wire 
whisk is all you need to begin 
this new forage into culinary 
ecstasy. (Ohhhh, sounds like 
one of those dancers....) 

One word of caution...most 
sauces don't freeze well. The 
addition of herbs and spices 
with the oil can make for a very 
bitter and potent batch of brew. 
I have, however, kept sauces in 


the fridge for up to three ^ * 

weeks by placing them in a • J 
jar with ascrew-top lid and •• 
inverting it (up-side down) to •

tential screw-ups. Hey, back up 
here a second . . . 

I just told you to store your 
jarred sauces up-side down in 
the fridge for longer keeping 
ability. Did you know that this 
also works for other jarred pro¬ 
ducts like mayonnaise, mus¬ 
tard, ketchup, relish, etc. By 
storing the jar up-side down, the 
product inside the jar creates its 
own air-tight seal which will 
keep it fresher longer. In addi¬ 
tion, those up-side-down jars 
will never get that “crud” build¬ 
up around the top. You know 
what I mean, that stuff that 
forms on the screw parts of the 
jars that always appears when 
you have a dinner party and one 
of the guests asks for mustard 
and you hand him the jar and 
when he opens the lid everyone 
at the table goes, 
“Ew...gross!” 


HERBED GREEN SAUCE 
(Makes 2 V2 cups) 

(great with eggs, cooked 
vegetables, seafood or chicken) 
2/3 cup mayonnaise 
1 tablespoon wine vinegar 
1 tablespoon fresh lemon juice 
1 teaspoon sugar 
1 cup minced fresh herbs 
(parsley, basil, chervil, chives, 
watercress, dill, sorrell, etc.)

smooth. Refrigerate at least 2 
hours.

BUTTER SAUCE 
(Makes V2 cup) 

1 V2 teaspoons butter

Melt 1 Vi teaspoons butter in a 
small skillet and add curry, 
tumeric and garlic.

When Burt Baskin and Irv 
Robbins collaborated on new 
methods of producing ice 
cream, they stumbled on the 
notion of one flavor for each 
day of the month - resulting in 
their traditional 31 flavors 
approach. 

Now, more than 40 years af¬ 
ter the birth of Baskin-Robbins 
Ice Cream, 550 flavors have 
been produced by the world’s 
largest ice cream dipping store 
company, and there appears to 
be no end in sight. 

Baskin-Robbins last week 
unveiled four new Internation¬ 
al Creams ice cream flavors, a 
response to what a company 
spokesman called “increasing¬ 
ly sophisticated palates” 
among ice cream connois¬ 
seurs. Move over Rocky Road 
Almond, here comes Cappucci¬ 
no Chip. 

The four new taste sensa¬ 
tions, which cost about 25 per¬ 
cent more than standard ice 
creams, include Almond 
Amaretto, Grand Marnier, 
Chocolate Raspberry Truffle 
and Cappuccino Chip. While 
the jury is still out on whether 
or not the Continental cuisine 
will replace old standbys like 
chocolate chip, reaction to the 
new European flavors has been 
favorable. 

“We’ve only been selling 
them for about a week,” said 
Sam Saveski of Baskin- 
Robbins on Merriman in West- 
land. “But people seem to real¬ 
ly like them. It’s really a little 
early to say how they’ll do.” 

How the new flavors do is ex¬ 
tremely important to Baskin-

How do you tell 
good ice cream from 
not-so-good ice 
cream? Well, if your 
taste buds don’t tell 
you, take a look at 
the list of ingre¬ 
dients on the carton 
in the store advised 
celebrity chef Larry 
Janes, a regular 
guest on Kelly and 
Co. and Good After¬ 
noon Detroit and the 
Associated News¬ 
papers Food Editor. 

“The difference is 
basically only two 
ingredients,” Janes 
explained. “Cream 
and air.” 

The other differ¬ 
ence in the cost of $10 
a quart ice cream 
and the stuff that has 
no brand name but 
only costs about $1 is 
the flavorings. “If 
they are using real 
cream, and lots of it, 
extra egg, not much

Real fruit and nuts
